What happens is that either 
the fee is gradually reduced to 
meet the highest bid — or a lu- 
natic club comes along and 
pays the sum demanded. 

Surely Sam hasn't forgotten 
how they signed John Steven- 
son and, more recently, Steve 
Wooddin? 

Wooddin was ready to sign 
for an incredibly modest sum 
with Blacktown, until Sydney 
City stepped into the picture 
with a hefty bid. Then came 
South Melbourne which not 
only upped the ante but also, I 
understand, sent some offi- 
cials posthaste to New Zealand 
to sign the player. 

Had there been a ceiling on 
the transfer fee — and also on 
the inducements to the player 
— Wooddin would have signed 
for Blacktown or stayed home 
in New Zealand but he 
certainly wouldn't be with 
South Meibourne which outbid 
its rivals.

But there is another side to 
this argument, too, which is 
being overlooked. 

The proposed transfer ceil- 
ing is supposed to protect the 
buying club and, perhaps to a 
lesser extent, the player. 

And what about the selling 
club? The world is full of 
struggling small clubs which 
exist purely by producing 
talent and selling it to the 
richer and greedier 

In Engiand Burnley was the 
most famous example of this 
for years; in Australian soccer 
Canterbury of NSW was one 
such producer in the very 
early 1960s. 

These clubs are resigned to 
their fate of losing their best 
players to the glamor outfits 
but feel that at least they 
should be compensated and en- 
abled to continue to produce 
more talent. 

Heaven only knows our big 
clubs spend little enough real 
effort to develop their own tal- 
ent. And if they want the best 
— they should pay for it. 

This way at least the small 
fry also survive, not just the 
big fish. 

If the small clubs wither 
away, soccer’s hinterland 
dies. And then where will the 
South Melbournes of this world 
find their talent?

Please don’t get me wrong: 


I don’t hate money. True, I 
cherish it perhaps a shade less 
than most but I also find it 
useful in the survival battle. 
Having said that to clear 
myseif of possible charges of 
hypocrisy, I would like to ask 
the ASF and PSL moguls 
whether they sincerely bélieve 
that their incessant hunt for 
benefactors is worth the ef- 
fort 
The way soccer chases spon- 
sors reminds one of the Cali- 
fornia gold rush or the search 
for diamonds in the Kimber- 
leys 
’ At regular intervals we hear 





rumors, then announcements 
about a new sponsor or con- 
sortium. which has been lured 
into soccer’s orbit. 

Everybody is in ecstasy; 
cocktail parties are thrown, 
halls are festooned with slo- 
gans, press kits are handed out 
and, in the prevailing atmos- 
phere of bonhomie, we are led 
to believe that the game’s sal- 
vation is at hand. 

Then — nothing. The money 
is frittered away, usually on 
sizzlingly glamorous projects, 
the coffers are emptied — and 
the search continues for new 
suckers. Thank God, the world 
is full of them. 

We may never know what 
the ASF spent on the ill-fated 
and feeble 1981 World Cup 
“bid;”” we have never been 
told to this day why it was nec- 
essary to send Gutendorf to 
Saudi Arabia on a ‘‘spying mis- 
sion’; how much that trip 
cost, and so on. 

Fortunately, the sponsors 
don’t ask such embarrassing 
questions: they accept even 
inane explanations with grace.

My argument is that spon- 
sorship money alone — or any 
kind of money, for that matter 
-— will not change the Third 
Class status of Australian soc- 
cer. 

If it were as simple as alt 
that, by now the Americans 
would have won the 1974 and 
1978 World Cups and Dallas 
Tornado would have beaten 
Liberpool, Bayern and Fla- 
mengo with monotonous regu- 
larity. 

Money in sport is essential 
— if it’s wisely spent. But is 
that the case with us? 

Do we have a three or five- 
year plan for the national 
team, for a drastic revision of 
the primitive and scholasti- 
cally laughable coaching set- 
up, for a massive campaign to 
get soccer into hundreds of 
schools and other ventures? 


Of course not. These are dif- 
ficult tasks to accomplish and 
even boring to consider. So our 
hierarchy concentrates on 
flashy projects which also suit 
most sponsors who, after all, 
want maximum exposure for 
their product and quickly at 
that. 

It is annoying and depres- 
sing that Sir Arthur George 
and his loyal executive 
members don’t even com- 
prehend the dubious value of 
money dubiously spent. 


Let them, by all means, 
raise the cash for the game — 
this is, after all, their strong 
point — but then call in experts 
to devise the best ways of 
spending it for the benefit of 
soccer and not just for the 
greater glory of a dis- 
interested sponsor.

The hallmark to date of the 
APIA outfit under Willie Wall- 
ace has been its consistency 
and solidness. 

The flair and inspiration of 
Giampaolo at his best gives 
the team anew dimension.

Intricate, explosive dribb- 
ling and powerful snap shoot- 
ing, such as Sebastian is able 
to supply, do not mean a thing 
unless the dribble ends with a 
telling pass, or shot, and the 
snap shots hit the goal. 

So skill itself, while it is 
pretty to behold, must also 
have effect at the end of it. 

Flair and improvisation are 
desperately needed at all 
levels of soccer, but these 
qualities if they do nat nroduce 


practical results, eventually 
lead to frustration and dis- 
enchantment among coach, 
teammates and supporters. 


The best creative players, of 
recent times, such as Cruyff, 
Pele, Charlton, Kempes, Beck- 
enbauer, and now Maradona 
all produced consistent prac- 
tical benefit to their teams be- 
cause of their outstanding 
skills. 


This 1s what Giampaolo will 
have to continue to produce for 
APIA during this season. 


If he 1s able to do so then 
Willie Wallace’s high hopes for 
his team could perhaps be 
borne out at season’s end. 


However, if Sebastian 
Giampaolo’s form continues in 
peaks and troughs, within 
games and from one game to 
the next, as has been the ten-

Already this season we have read tales of woe like Cole was- 
ting three chances; Egan's tame shot easily being saved; 
Cozzella missing when it was easier to score 

Sometimes it is rather strange to read in the sams 
report how well the opposing goalkeeper played. 

You can't have it both ways! Or can you? 

Likewise, I have heard coaches say: ‘“‘We played terrific, if 
only we had taken our chances.”’ 

Coaches must remember that “playing terrific’ involves 
taking chances. 

The above-mentioned players are in a special category, and as 
such must be handled carefully. Phrases have to be selected with 
care. It is essential that these players understand the difference 
between unselfish play and the passing off of responsibility. 

Players who pass when they are in a position to shoot are 
more anxious to pass responsibility than the ball. However, the 
decision by the striker very often is influenced by the attitude of 
others: the coach, his fellow players and the spectators. 

I watched the charity game at Middle Park last week between 
South Melbourne Hellas and a Celtic Select. I can recall two in- 
stances in the second half which are worth comparing: 

1) Steve Blair crossed the ball from the right wing, Jim Shirra 
attempted a volley at goal, miscued the volley but Alun Evans 
coming in at the far post headed in the resultant shot-cum-cross. 

2) Charlie Egan breaks clear on the right hand side with a de- 
fender in pursuit. As he entered the edge of the penalty area he 
shot for goal. He miscued his shot and the ball trickled past the 
far post. Meanwhile, Alun Evans had made a good run into the 
penalty area and was in a good position to receive from Egan. 
Jim Shirra, following up in the midfield, blasted Egan for not 
squaring the ball to Evans. 

Both events are worth considering and several questions could 
be asked. In the first place, Shirra made the decision to shoot and 
was lucky his resultant shot was converted into a goal. Similarly, 
Egan made a decision to shoot but the resultant shot trickled 
harmlessly away, 

The reaction of Jim Shirra in both instances is significant as he 
reacted like most players would in similar circumstances. 

But was he correct in blasting Charlie Egan? It’s easy to be 
wise in retrospect, but remember Egan; like Shirra beforehand, 
had only a split second to make the decision, He decided to shoot 
and surely there is one crime worse than not scoring and that is 
not shooting! 

The strikers are a special breed as they can be soccer’s great- 
est heroes or greatest villains! 

We have to be selective in our choice of words to them, but we 
also must be very selective in the practices we prepare for them 
on training nights. 

Make the practices realistic, and in the correct part of the 
field. Let them practice as much as possible in competitive situ- 
ations and will full-sized goals! Five-a-side games are good but 
small goals produce unrealistic shooting chances which result in 
the formation of bad habits. 
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Brothers Phil and Steve 
Kannegiesser are syno- 
nymous with Rapid-Wrest 
Point in Tasmanian soccer. 
Goalkeeper Phil, 24, and 
midfielder Steve, 22, also 
have been key players in 
the State team which won 
its three matches last 
season against top class 
opposition, including 
South Melbourne-Hellas 
and the Victorian youth 
team.

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The ASF executive's recent decision not to 
register New Zealand players in Australia if 
they are required for World Cup duty by New 
Zealand smacks of sour grapes. 


It seems that the ASF is intent on punishing New Zea- 
land for daring to qualify for the World Cup ahead of 
Australia. 

The dacision is an extremely selfish one, especially in the tight 
of a second decision made by the ASF. Australian players will be 
allowed to register only with overseas clubs if those clubs are 
prepared to release those players for Australian World Cup duty. 

Surely, if Australia demands such provisos for its players, othor 
countries have the right to demand similar ones for their players 
playing in Australia. 

Many Philips League clubs use New Zealand players. The doci- 
sion by the ASF may prevent them from doing so in the future 
and the standard of the PSL may suffer to some degree because 
of it. 

One could argue that the decision will benefit Australian soccer 
because more local players will be givan a chance to play. 

Qne could also argue that New Zealand has bonefitted more 
from her players playing here than has Australian soccer. 

After all, Now Zealand did beat Australia with a number of 
players who improved their play by playing in the higher standard 
offered in Australia. 

But these arguments do not lessen the Impact of the ASF‘s 
decision. It is selfishness of the highest dagres to demand some- 
thing from our neighbors and then to deny them the same rights. 

Nearly all of Europe's and South America’s stara who play in 
foreign countries have clawses in their contracts which state that 
they muat be released for important intornational games. Why 
should Australia deny New Zealanders playing here that right, yet 
in the same breath, demand the same night for our own playors 
wishing to play overssas? 

Our ragion is small and insignificant and isolated in the world of 
soccer. We should, therefore, be assisting each other to promote 


the game and to help it to grow, in all the countries of the region, 
not just in our own. 

If all of us grow together, then we will have adequate com- 
petition and this will assist in improving the game. 

To act as the ASF has is to cut our own throats in the long run 
by sowing the seeds of suspicion, mistrust and Ill-feeling. 

in the long run, this must harm the game in the region as a 
whole, as well as in individual countries, including Australia. 

New Zealand best Australia fairly and squaroly. As ropresenta- 
tives of our region we should now support them in Spain. 
Perhaps | am too idealistic but, then, perhaps lack of idealism is 
what is wrong with the game today. 

Smaller nations than Austrailia and New Zealand actually havo 
gone to war over soccer and elimination from a World Cup. 
El Satvador and Honduras did so a decade or 89 ago. 

. k With its recent decisions, perhaps the ASF has started a ‘cold 
games of the qualifying series war’ between Australia and New Zealand.

Faulkner’s

Melbourne Crotia's new recruit Jeff 
Faulkner, regrets not being more of a rebel. 
That's when he talks about being left out of 
Preston Makedonia’s team because he was the 
youngest player in the squad or the time he was 
told that he no longer was required to train with 


Makedonia. 


Both occasions involved 
heavy blows to Faulkner's mo- 
rale 

The talented midfielder 
can’t come to terms with being 
one of Makedonia’s stars one 
year, then fighting even to get 
onto the bench the following 
season 

Yet Faulkner's career 
seems destined to bloom once 
more. 

After a prolonged negotia- 
tion period between Croatia 
and Makedonia earlier this 
year which proved fruitless, 
Faulkner appealed against the 
$10,000 transfer fee placed 
upon his head by Makedonia. 

Indeed, he first appealed 
late last year but his pending 
move to Croatia sped up the 
hearing which finally was ‘held 
about four weeks ago and ruled 
that $5,000 was a fair and rea- 
sonable price to be placed 
upon Faulkner 

Makedonia appealed against 
the tribunal verdict but ASF 
secretary Brian le Fevre ruled 
that the Melbourne based PSL 
club had no right of appeal. So 
Faulkner became a Croatia 
player for a $5,000 fee. 

So ended a period of in- 
activity dating back to June 
last year. 

It’s been a curious decline 
for Faulkner. When Make- 
donia won the 1980 State 
League championship Faulk- 
ner commonly was acknow-

ledged in Press circles as one 
of the outstanding midfielders 
in Victoria. Most of us in the 
who-scored-the-goal mob felt 
that Makedonia would need an- 
other four top flight players to 
do well in PSL ranks but we 
did not envisage that Faulkner 
would be anything else than a 
fine PSL performer. 


Rugby was Faulkner's first 
love in his native Bedford in 
England but he came from a 
soccer background — his 
father once played for Bedford 
as a semi-professional — so 
the switch from rugby to 
soccer wasn't difficult. 


When he was 16 Faulkner 
joined local club Kempston 
Rovers in the United Counties 
League. 

His next move, to Kettering 
Town, was to last three years. 
Al Kettering he was managed 
by famous Wolverhampton 
Wanderers and Northern Ire- 
land striker Derek Dougan. 

During his stay at Kette- 
ring, Faulkner had a series of 
trials with major English 
Football League clubs such as 
Notts County, Chelsea, Wolves 
and Mansfield. 

“I found during my trials 
that there were definite

Faulkner 

“Most of the other guys on 
trial already were apprenticed

upon an outsider as if he was a 
threat to them. 

“I had a good full-time job, 
plus I was getting paid by Ket- 
tering Town in the Southern 
League. You see, these big 
clubs probably quite rightly 
reasoned that it's better to pay 
a 16 or }7-year-old just $20 
rather than pay big money toa 
21-year-old like me You can 
take a gamble on a younger 
player and if it pays off it 
doesn’t cost you that much. 

“‘A pal of mine, Lou Adam, 
was in Australia playing for 
Preston. He wrote to me sug- 
gesting that I come out here 
and quite frankly by then I 
knew I wouldn’t make the big- 
time in England. 

“| didn’t know what to 
expect of Australian soccer. 
Nonetheless I arrived here in 
May, 1978 

“When I first turned up at 
Connor Reserve I thought it 
was just a training ground. 
There was no stand, no club- 
room. 

“But you just mix in with 
the rest of the players and you 


soon get into the swing of 
things here. J] must admit 
though I was a bit taken aback 
by the ethnic thing out here. | 
wasn't used to just one partic- 
ular ethnic group being behind 
each club. 


“Really, being at Preston 
had its good and bad sides. The 
good thing there was the way 
all the lads gave training and 
playing everything they had 
The bad thing was that some of 
the committeemen didn’t have 
much of a clue. Too many of 
them ran a hamburger shop 
through the day, then tried to 
run a soccer club at night but 
you have to give them credit 
for spending so much time to 
help develop the club. And 
they were very helpful to me 
at first.” 

When Faulkner arrived 
Makedonia was mid-table in 
the State League. He played on 
the right wing then and the 
club finished a creditable 
second to Croatia. 

“My first impression of the 
standard here was that it

wasn’t the best. [ thought that 
there were a few guys here 
getting good money that they 
really didn’t deserve. I don’t 
want that to sound big-headed, 
that’s not my style. I know my 
limitations. I just want toe 
point out that the money was 
good in terms of the standard. 


“IT just was glad to get the 
chance to come here. Lots of 
people criticise imports but 
really, there are not enough 
good young players coming 
through the ranks here. Sure, 
there's fine talent in players 
like Alan Davidson, Steve 
Blair and George Christ- 
opoulos but these guys aren't 
coming through regularly 
enough. Perhaps, in a few 
years time, players of their 
quality will be developed more 
frequently.”' 


Faulkner never was on the 
receiving end of the ire of the 
vocal Preston fans but he's 
been one of the lucky ones. 

“The fans at Preston take 
an almost immediate like or 
dislike to a player. If they get 
on a player’s back they can 
make his game seem like a 
nightmare. I’ve been lucky 
with the fans there. I’ve 
atways got on well with 
them.”’ 

Tony Vrzina was manager- 
coach of Makedonia in 1979 
when the club finished third in 
the league. The basis of Make- 
donia's league championship- 
winning squad was formed 
under Vrzina. It was that 
season that Robbie Cullen, 
Makedonia’s flying machine, 
arrived and Faulkner dropped 
back into midfield, with Cullen 
taking over on the right wing. 
The two developed a fine 
understanding 

“I've got a good friendship 
with Robbie and we enjoyed 
playing down the right flank. 
We understood what each 
other was going to do. 

“Vrzina was okay as a coach 
too. He certainly knew how to 
get you fit 

‘But sometimes he found it 
hard to get his point over, 
probably because of a slight 
language barrier And I'll 
never forget the time he left 
me out of the team. 

“He told me he was leaving 
me out because 1 was the 
youngest player in the squad. I 
just accepted it but it made me 
think that soccer here was a 
bit Mickey Mouse 

“I’m not a rebel. Maybe I 
should open my mouth more 
and stick up for myself but I 
just decided to knuckle down 
and train hard and 1 won back 

my place. 

“The following year, 1980, 
was a great year for me and 
for the club. Brian Edgley was 
coaching and he seemed to like 
my style of play. Most of us

had been together the previous 
year and we were a tightly knit 
unit. 


“The club won the State 
League championship for the 
first time in its history and the 
fans just loved every minute of 
it. 

“When you're winning, 
everything clicks into place 
and it didn’t really come as a 
surprise when I heard that the 
club applied to get into the 198) 
PSL. 

“IT was happy about going 
into the PSL. We had done well 
in the Philips Cup and we felt 
we could do well in the PSL. 

“We started the 1981 PSL 
season just like we had fin- 
ished our 1980 State League 
season — by throwing caution 
to the wind and going all out to 
score. 

“‘When Alan Whittle came I 
found myself in and out of the 
team. You can’t get going 
though, when you are thrown 
on to the field for a short spell 
as a substitute but I kept train- 
ing hard trying to win a regu- 
lar spot. 

‘Then, when Brian Edgley ! 
left, big ‘Ollie’ (Peter Oller- 
ton), Alan Whittle and John 
Kennedy took over on a more 
or less joint basis. 

“There were so many guys 
at training that it was like 
hav‘ng two teams. ‘Ollie’ had 
to break us up into two groups 
He'd go down one end of the 
ground and work with his first 
team and send us down to the 
other goals and tell us to stay 
warm and maybe do a bit of 
shooting practice 

“It was on the cards that the 
club would soon put an end to 
this and cut its costs 

‘One night at training, club 
secretary Peter Mouka read 
out a list of those no longer re- 
quired at training.

away to another club. I just 
had to grin and bear it. 

“T think there were 18 
names on the list of those who 
stil! were required at training 
but Peter Boyle was on that 
list and he was staying in Adel- 
aide. Robert Miranda also was 
on that list and if I remember 
correctly he was in New Zea- 
land at the time. 

“Then, in November of last 
year, the club told me that I 
was transfer listed for $10,000. 
1 was very annoyed. It was 
obvious that I wasn’t wanted, 
but Preston hadn't spent much 
money on me and it wasn’t fair 
to put so much on my head. 

“I wrote to the ASF putting 
forward my case against such 
a fee and they cut it in half. 

“I had a call from Billy 
McArthur and Frank Burin at 
Croatia before Il went home to 
visit my parents in England at 
Christmas but when I returned 
I hadn't heard anything about 
my appeal. It was just at the 
start of the 1982 Victorian 
Ampol Cup when my appeal 
date was set.”’

It 
takes a while to get back into 
the swing of things after not 
playing since June. 

“My main ambition this 
year is to win the State League 
with Croatia and I’m very con- 
fident that we will ea 
really good account of oursel- 
ves. 

“But my sights are firmly 
set on our first league game.

“If they keep their heads they can match anyone.”’ 

West Adelaide will give Sydney City a fright at Hin- 
dmarsh Stadium on Sunday. 

Even though the improvement in West is drastic, the 
classy Sydney City should hold out for a draw, however 
there will be no harder worker in midfield than West's 
New Zealander, Alan Boath. 

Brisbane City should take the points against dis- 
appointing Wollongong at Spencer Park on Sunday. Tall 
City striker Barry Kelso and in-form winger Willie 
Connor are the danger men for Ken Morton’s Wollongong. 

The other two clashes of the round, Canberra v Bris- 
bane Lions and Newcastle v Marconi shape up as draws.

Jimmy Greaves, goal poacher extra- 
ordinaire, and Norman Giller, have compiled a 
book entitled ‘‘The Great British Goalscorers, 
from Ato Z’’. Greaves was interviewed at the 
weekend about the book on a BBC radio pro- 
gramme. 


He and Giller wrote to many of the great goalscorers of the 
past to ask them about their greatest goals, as well as about the 
greatest goals they had witnessed. 

Several hundred replies were received and many of the past 
greats named a goal that Greaves had scored for Tottenham 
against Manchester United as the best they had seen. 

Surprisingly, Greaves finds it hard to remember that goal. ‘'I 
had to wrack my brains trying to remember this damn Manches- 
ter United goal; it all happened so quickly. Norman Giller came 
up with most of the goodies about it because he was in the stand

The chances of a new name being inscribed 
on the European Cup receded last week when 
past winner Bayern Munich of West Germany 
moved menacingly towards the semi-finals. 

While English holder Liverpool was meeting 
with unexpectedly stiff resistance from Bulgarian 
visitors CSKA Softa, Bayern sauntered through “its 
quarter-final first-leg in the manner to which its 
fans have become accustomed. 


Bayern, winner in the years 
1974-76, won 2-0 against Uni- 
versitatea Craiova in Roma- 
nia, with Boals from inter- 
national duo Paul Breitner and 
Karl-Heinz Rummenigge 
inside the opening 20 minutes 

Bayern went ahead after 
seven minutes when Breitner 
crashed a 20-metre shot past 
Craiova goalkeeper Lung. 

Lung was beaten by another 
long-range effort 12 minutes 
later when Rummenigge col- 
lected a loose ball 30 metres 
out and despatched the bail 
into the back of the net with 
deadly efficiency- 

Bayern then was content to 
rest on its laurels after its 
bright start but the Romanians 
seldom looked capable of 
cutting the deficit. 

Only 1i clubs have won the 
European Cup in its 26-year 
history and Bayern looks the 
likely winner when the final is 
staged in Rotterdam on May 

In contrast, Liverpool, Eu- 
ropean champion in 1977, 1978 
and 1981, still has some work 
to do in the second leg on 
March 17 if it is to secure a 
place in the semi-finals. 

It struggled.to a 1-0 win over 
CSKA, the side it mauled 5-1 
on the same ground at the 
same stage last year.

Soccer violence in Britain 
It was something I always 
felt was seized upon eagerly 
by the Australian Press to 
feed to its chiefly Rugby 
League and Aussie Rules ori- 
entated readers. 


Two weeks ago, though,

Stamford Bridge, home of 
the famous London club. 


Self-satisfied at having 
secured a vantage point, 
only metres from the touch- 
line where it seemed I could 
almost touch Kenny Dal- 
gleish) next to Chelsea’s 
three-tiered stand, I was 
totally unprepared for the 
unforgettable scenes which 
took place between 2.30 pm 
and kickoff. 


Officials and the police 
had intended to segregate 
the few hundred travelling 
Merseyside supporters from 
their Chelsea counterparts 
at the northern end of the 
ground, 


But hundreds of blue-scar- 
ved Chelsea fanatics, their 
mischievous intentions al- 
ready inflamed by the lock- 
out once the ground had 
filled, found other avenues of 
admission. 


They gained access by 
scaling a wall after crossing 
the local cemetery and rail- 
way line, which positioned 
them almost adjacent to the 
Liverpool fans. The pitched 
battle which followed, with 

grossly outnumbered police 

dodging bricks and bottles, 
as well as karate-style kick- 
ing fans, was exacerbated 
when others joined in, in- 
vading the pitch from the 
western stand.

Mercifully the brawling 
subsided when Chelsea took 
the field and went on to 
eliminate the mighty Liver- 
pool 2-0 in a game which pro- 
duced what soccer really 
Stands for — goals, near 
misses, sparkling football, 
atmosphere which makes 
the neck hair bristle, and 
above all, victory for the 
underdog. 


Incredibly, the drama oc- 
curred on the very day the 
English FA had announced 
the lifting of its futile ban on 
Chelsea supporters at away 
matches. The FA, faced with 
legal action from Chelsea 
over the ban, admitted 
defeat when 3000 supporters 
turned up at an all-ticket 
match at Watford the pre- 
vious Saturday. 


Police allowed the suppor- 
ters to enter the ground to 
avoid trouble in the streets. 
In the past it was the marau- 
ding Manchester United fans 
or Milwall supporters, who 
often caused towns to be 
locked up when they trav- 
elled, who were the acknow- 
ledged bad boys amongst 
their fraternity. 


Now the mantle has fallen 
on Chelsea, although the club 
rightly claims 80-100 


madmen are responsible for 
its current plight. The 
London newspapers make no 
attempt to gloss over what is 
termed ‘‘social warfare’, 
prompted by the unemploy- 
ment level in excess of 3 mil- 
lion, but television presenta- 
tion is another thing. 

On the day after the 
‘Chelsea match, neither a 
bubbling Brian Moore, the 
ITV commentator, nor the 
coverage actually shown, 
made any mention of what 
had occurred before and 
after the match. And in a 
recent television presenta- 
tion, a panel of prominent 
personalities also gave scant 
attention to crowd disturb- 
ances as they discussed the 
ills of the game. 

Inflated player salaries, 
inferior football, and the 
comfort of the fireside and 
television during the harsh 
winter months, were allies 
in the disease, which almost 
caused Bristol City to 
become the first League club 
in more than 50 years to fold 
up because of a liquidity 
crisis. But what about the 
spectators themselves and 
the more outspoken report- 
ers who say the family unit 
will never return to football 
unless the admittedly iso- 
lated but nevertheless 
present trend continues? 

At Stamford Bridge, a 
Chelsea supporter, who was 
there with his young son, 
told me: “My wife used to 
come with me on Saturdays, 
but not any more.” 

“If I couldn't stand in this 
spot in the grandstand area, 
I wouldn't be here either,” 
he said. 

Like me, he might have 
read next day that police 
made dozens of arrests and 
ambulancemen _ treated 
score of injuries in the 
streets, even after Chelsea 
won. Like me, too, he, may 
have taken the precaution of 
leaving the ground five 
minutes from the end. 


Every Saturday, at only a 
handful of the matches in the 
four divisions, is there any 
real trouble. It is the possi- 
bility of violence which 
tempts many genuine sup- 
porters to attend so-called 
“‘unfashionable’” games, 
which draw crowds of only 
10,000, and avoid the big 
drawcards like the plague.

Manager Milan Miljanic’s Yugoslav squad 
exceeded most expectations in the World 
Cup’s European Group Five. 

That Italy would win the group was a seemingly 
foregone conclusion; many Yugoslav fans even 
were worried about Denmark and Greece, espe- 
cially the latter. After all, the Greeks reached the 
last European Championship final by Knocking out 
the Soviets and Hungary! 


All the fears were unfounded, as the Yugoslavs not only 
qualified, but also won their group ahead of the Azzuri. 
They were not stingy in the scoring department, either, 
slamming in 22, Zlatko Vujovic leading the charge with 7. 

Looking at the teams before the commencement of 
battle in Group Five, Denmark was expected to put upa 
better show, but all its hopes evaporated when, in spite of 
overall superiority in every department, it somehow 
managed to lose against Greece in Copenhagen. True 
enough, later the Danes beat Italy and the Greeks, too, in 
the return match at Salonika. But, alas, too late. Maybeif 
aH of the Danes’ stars from foreign clubs played in every 
fixture the story may have been a different one! 

As for Yugoslavia, it went on its merry way, Ivica 
Surjak appearing in his 50th international in Athens, scor- 
ing his country’s 900th goal since official games against 
other countries commenced and doing it in the famed 
“Blues” 422nd match. And while we are on statistics, the 
balance ts favorable — 200 wins and 83 draws against 139 
losses. 

During the qualifiers, Miljanic’s efforts at establishing 
a firm basis for his Mundial team were crowned with con- 
siderable success. 

In the eight matches 22 players appeared and the man- 
ager is now concentrating on finding suitable under- 
Studies in all positions. A 29 day camp in May — the 
second this year — will finalise plans for Spain. 

Not surprisingly, the preparations are causing some 
major problems, with Cup candidates on the books of 
clubs in France, Switzerland, Belgium and the USA, as 
well as at home, but Miljanic refuses to do without his 
“foreign’”’ stars. 

Not only did he form a new team, he also developed a 
specific new style of play, which resulted in five wins and 
a draw in six games last year. There is excellent team 
spirit, enthusiasm, and the relationship between officials 
and players also is perfect. 

There are some clashes with some of the clubs, which 
are affected by preparations, and are seeking financial 
compensation in lieu of cancelled overseas tours, the 
earlier than normal start to the spring season and other 
inconveniences.

Maljanic is quietly confident as he looks forward to the 
challenge and is a supporter of the increase to 24 nations. 

‘It brings new color to the World Cup, the total crowds 
attending will certainly break all previous records, as 
will the billions watching the games on television round 
the globe,” he predicts. 

As for his team’s chances, the modest manager won’t 
be drawn, but it is certain that very few other teams will 
prove to be a tougher nut to crack than the ‘*Plavi’’ of 
Yugoslavia.
